Great Advance With More 
Unity Has Been Made in 
Grammar and Spelling 


In the days of Chaucer there were 
undoubtedly differences among writers 
which made their grammar and spell­ 
ing seem singular to us; yet crude 
though they were. the art of literary 
composition was well advanced. That. 
however, says the^Christian Herald, 
was not the greatest age; it carne in 
the Elizabethan period; and while the 
literary peculiarities of Shakespeare’s 
style were strongly defined, it could 
not be said in any sense that they re 
veuled lack of knowledge In either 
grammar or spelling, the standards of 
that day being suited to the cultus 
of the time. And a great advance had 
been made over tire days of Chaucer. 
In the days of Addison. Johnson. Swift. 
Congreve and Goldsmith, we find a 
great advance with more unity in both 
grammar and spelling. The authorized 
version of the Bible in the line of lit­ 
erary workmanship noted the greatest 
advance of all, and reached a point 
which has not been surpassed if, in­ 
deed. equaled. 
There was a certain 
latitude in spelling, it is true, to which 
we today look buck with Interested cu­ 
riosity; but even that was not the 
result of ignorance, but rather of cus­ 
tom. which allowed the latitude, and 
It was in no sense a literary disfigure­ 
ment.

St. Augustine, arrived 
in England. 
The king and his stal­ 
wart pagan warriors gave a hearty 
greeting to the missionary, and Augus­ 
tine soon convinced the Kentish king 
that Christianity was an improvement 
over the old faith. Ethelbert was duly 
baptized, and the lesser chiefs and 
common people soon followed his ex­ 
ample. 
Go great was the eugenics- 
of thp poople lo embrace the religion 
of Christ 
lull on one day 10.000 peo­ 
ple were baptized.

Why Farmers Should Welcome Their 
Visits, According to Prominent 
Canadian Entomologist. 


For ninny generations the crow has 
been regarded hi nu inveterate enemy 
of tile fanner. 
Various means have 
been devised for the prevention of hi* 
supposed depredations, and much inge­ 
nuity has been displayed in the fal>rl- 
cation of scarecrows. 
Now, it is an­ 
nounced by expert authority, it has 
been definitely shown that instead of 
un unmitigated nuisance the crow is In 
reality a helpful friend of the grain 
farmer. 
Nonnun ('riddle of the Dominion en­ 
tomological d epa rtm en t at Treesbank, 
Manitoba, cla im s to have discovered 
that the mu ltitud e o f cro ws which fre­ 
quent the grain fields of the Northwest 
are in search of various larvae, such 
as cutwo rm s, 
w irew or m s and white 
grubs, that are exposed in the process 
of 
preparing 
ground 
for so w in g or 
planting, sa ys the Rocheste r D e m o cr a t 
and Chronicle. 
That they occasionally 
pick 
111> seed grain 
is admitted, but 
they naturally subsis t upon grubs and 
worms. 
As th e s e pests seem to defy 
all efforts to eradicate them many pro­ 
gressive farmers welcome the visits 
of the crows rather than discourage 
them. 
The crow becomes exceedingly tame 
in captivity, and it is this character­ 
istic which has afforded opportunity 
to studv its habits systematically.

this effect given by these physicians 
are said to be included in the vol­ 
ume. 
Lately a famous German phy­ 
sician completely nonplussed a num ­ 
ber of sentim ental adherents of va­ 
rious classes, most of whom were wo­ 
men, who wished to arran ge an in­ 
dignation 
mass-meeting to 
protest 
against the trial of the ex-Kaiser. 
This medical man said to them cold­ 
ly: 
“ Place him under the observa­ 
tion of specialists in mental diseases 
and lie probably will never be tried.” 
Of entirely different tem per is Prof. 
Theodor Schiemann, who, in the Ber­ 
lin Tagliche Rundschau, says that the 
trial of the ex-Kaiser would be “a 
most shocking disrgard of interna­ 
tional and moral laws beautified by 
tradition,” and he adds that “only 
the bad conscience of the Five Pow­ 
ers— America, England, France, Ita­ 
ly, and Japan— which would be his 
judges, can make us comprehend this 
dem and.” 


But that the attitude of the Com­ 
mission on the Responsibility of the 
A uthors of the W ar and on the E n­ 
forcement of Penalties is not suffi­

This shows 
that scout training and hiking are worth something. 
Our captain was Leslie 
W. Clyde of Cambridge. We were-all able to com pare notes as to our scouting 
experiences during our seven months’ training and after we got overseas. 
“While under fire we had some Interesting experiences, especially in 
dodging shells. One would make a hole that would take 125 men three hours 
to fill—lf you wan! to get an ideil of the effect when they burst. 
“Aside from fighting the boche, we had some Interesting scouting after 
another sort of animal—the wild boar, which destroyed trees in that section. 
There is a bounty on them ,'which the peasants collect, besides eating the boar. 
I have to confess that I did not shine as a wlld-boar hunter.

Back Yard Orchard Sure to 
Bring as Good Returns as 
Does the Vegetable Garden 


The hack yard orchard will m ake as 
valuable a return for the average fam­ 
ily as does the vegetable garden itself. 
Everyone who puts out a garden can 
just as well be growing a small home 
orchard in it, according to J. C. W hit­ 
ten of the University of Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture.

Why Maine Coast la Dreaded. 
The Maine coast seems to be the fog* 
gtest section of the coast of the United 
States, as shown by tables giving the 
number of hours of fog annually. Petit 
Manun, Me., has 19 per cent of foggy 
hours, covering an observation period 
of 31 years. W hitehead, Me., has 18 
pei cent for the 'am e tim e; Libby 
island. Me., 17 per cent: M utinous. 
Great Duck Island and West Quoddy 
Head, Me.. 16 per ce n t; Egg Rock, Me., 
and Point Reyes. Cai., come next ob 
the list, each with 15 per cent; Pollock 
Rip Slue Lightship, Mass., comes first 
on the list from that state with 13 lier 
cent, covering an observation period 
of 14 years. 
Great Round Shoals 
Lightship and Pollock Kip Lightship 
each show 12 per cent of foggy hours. 
Gloucester Breakw ater had l l per cent 
foggy hours in a period of four years. 
The record for fog Is held by Seguin, 
Me., where in the year 1907 there were 
2 734 hours of fog out of 8.760, or near­ 
ly one-third of the time. 


How to Solve Leather Problem. 
We may he using leather made out 
of ostrich hides in the near future, ac­ 
cording to the Boston Post’s tanning 
experts. Codfish skins, the hides from 
dogfish and sharks have been sent bere 
for the tanners to experiment with, 
and now comes word that the tough 
skin of the ostrich offers wonderful 
possibilities, and Massachusetts tan­ 
ners, who are looked upon as the 
greatest in the country, have been 
made acquainted with the schem e ta d 
may work it out before tong.
